size 10 crochet cotton—1200 yds. white, 
80 yds. each shaded pink and brown; It. 
blue, dk. blue, white and pink embroi- 
dery floss; 10 small pink ribbon roses; 
144" pink ribbon rose; 1%4 yds. white 1s" 
ribbon; 14" white %" ribbon; 1 yd. pink 
¥" ribbon; 26" pink %" ribbon; 5"s quare 
muslin; 5" square cardboard; 38 white 5- 
mm. pearl beads; 2 pink 8-mm. pearl 
beads; craft glue; white sewing thread; 
powdered blush; Poly-down® fiberfill 
by Hobbs Bonded Fibers; sewing, sculp- 
ture and tapestry needles; Nos. 10 and 
2 steel hooks and F hook or hooks 
needed to obtain gauges. - 

FINISHED SIZE: 26" tall. 

GAUGES: No. 2 steel hook, 7 sc = 1", 
9 sc rows = 1"; 3 shells and 2 post sts = 
2"; 3 shell rows = 1". F hook, 9 sc = 2"; 
4 sc rows = 1". 

NOTES: Work in continuous rnds; do 
not join or turn unless otherwise stated. 
Mark first st of each rnd. 

Use F hook unless otherwise stated. 


DOLL 
Head 

Rnd 1: With lt. apricot, ch 2, 6 sc in 
2nd ch from hook, join with s] st in first 
sc, turn (6 sc). 

Rnd 2:Ch 1, 2 scin first st, 2 scin each 
st around, join as before, turn (12). 

Rnd 3: Ch 1, sc in first st; for increase 
(inc), 2 sc in next st; (sc in next st, inc) 
around, join, turn (18). 


Rnd 4: Ch 1, sc in each of first 2 sts, 
inc, (scin each ofnext 2 sts, inc) around, 
join, turn (24). 

Rnd 5: Ch 1, sc in each of first 3 sts, 
inc, (scin each ofnext 3 sts, inc) around, 
join, turn (30). 

Rnd 6: Ch 1, sc in first 4 sts, inc, (scin 
next 4 sts, inc) around, join, turn (36). 

Rnd 7: Ch 1, scin first 5 sts, inc, (scin 
next 5 sts, inc) around, join, turn (42). 

Rnd 8: Ch 1, sc in first 6 sts, inc, (sc in 
next 6 sts, inc) around, join, turn (48). 

Rnds 9-18: Ch 1, sc in each st around, 
join, turn. 

Rnd 19: Ch 1, sc in first 4 sts; for 
decrease (dec), sc next 2 sts tog; (sc in 
next 5 sts, dec) around, join, turn (41). 

Rnds 20-23: Repeat rnd 9. 

Rnd 24: Ch 1, sc in first 15 sts, (skip 
next st, sc in next st) 6 times, sc in last 
14 sts, join, turn (35). 

Rnd 25: Ch 1, sc first 2 sts tog, sc in 
each ofnext 3 sts, (dec, sc in each of next 
3 sts) around, join, turn (28). 

Rnd 26: Repeat rnd 9. 

Rnd 27: Ch 1, sc in first st, dec, (sc in 
each of next 3 sts, dec) around, join, 
turn (22). 

Rnds 28-31: For neck, repeat rnd 9. 
At end of last rnd, fasten off. Stuff. 


Body 

Rnd 1: Starting at shoulders, with 
white, ch 15, 2 sc in 2nd ch from hook, 
sc in next 12 ch, 4 sc in last ch; working 
on opposite side of ch, sc in next 12 ch, 
2 sc in last ch (32 sc). 

Rnd 2: 2 sc in each of first 2 sts, sc in 
next 12 sts, inc 4 times, sc in next 12 sts, 
inc 2 times (40). 

Rnds 3-12: Sc in each st around. 

Rnd 13: Sc in first 4 sts, (dec, sc in 
next 4 sts) around (34). 

Rnds 14-19: Sc in each st around.

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Stuff as you work. 

Rnd 20: Sc in first 4 sts, (dec, sc in 
each of next 3 sts) around (28). 

Rnds 21-22: Sc in each st around. 

Rnd 23: 2 sc in first st, sc in each of 
next 2 sts, inc, (sc in each of next 3 sts, 
inc) around (36). 

Rnds 24-26: Sc in each st around. 

Rnd 27: Sc in first st, (inc, sc in next 
4 sts) around (43). 

Rnds 28-36: Sc in each st around. 

Rnd 37: Sc in first 5 sts, dec, (sc in 
next 4 sts, dec) around (36). 

Rnd 38: Sc in first st, (dec, sc in each 
of next 3 sts) around (29). 

Rnd 39: Sc in first st, (dec, sc in each 
of next 2 sts) around (22). 

Rnd 40: Dec around, join with sl st in 
first sc. Fasten off. Flatten rnd 40. Sew 
opening closed. Sew neck to top of 
Body. 


Upper Leg (make 2) 

Rnd 1: With white, ch 18, sl st in first 
ch to form ring, ch 1, sc in each ch 
around (18 sc). 

Rnds 2-11: Sc in each st around. 

Rnd 12: (Dec, sc in next 4 sts) around 
(15). 

Rnds 13-21: Sc in each st around. 

Rnd 22: Working this rnd in back Ips 
(see Stitch Guide), (dec, sc in next st) 
around (10). 

Rnd 23: Dec around, join with sl st in 
first sc. Leaving 8" for sewing, fasten off. 
Sew rnd 23 closed. Stuff. Flatten rnd 1, 
sew to bottom of Body. 


Pantaloon Ruffle 

Rnd 1: Working in front Ips ofrnd 21 
on Upper Leg, with No. 2 hook and 
white crochet cotton, join with sc in 
any st, sc in same st, inc 2 times, 3 sc in 
each st around (42 sc). 

Rnds 2-5: Sc in each st around. At 
end of last rnd, join with sl st in first sc. 

Rnd 6: Ch 4, skip next st, (dc in next 
st, ch 1, skip next st) around, join with 
sl st in 3rd ch of ch 4. 

Rnds 7-8: Sc in each st around. At 


end of last rnd, join with s] st in first sc. 

Rnd 9: Ch 3, dc in same st; for picot, 
ch 3, sl st in last st made; (2 dc in next 
st, picot) around, join with sl st in top of 
ch 3. Fasten off. 


Lower Leg (make 2) 

Rnds 1-2: With lt. apricot, repeat rnds 
1-2 of Head. 

Rnd 3: Ch 1, 2 sc in first st, sc in next 
5 sts, inc, sc in last 5 sts, join, turn (14). 

Rnds 4-9: Ch 1, sc in each st around, 
join, turn. 

Rnd 10: Ch 1, sc in first 9 sts; for back 
of Leg, inc, (sc in next st, inc) 2 times, 
join, turn (17). 

Rnds 11-15: Repeat rnd 4. 

Rnd 16: Ch 1, sc in first 11 sts, dec, sc 
in last 4 sts, join, turn (16). 

Rnd 17: Repeat rnd 4. 

Rnd 18: Ch 1, sc in first 11 sts, dec, sc 
in each of last 3 sts, join, turn (15). 

Rnd 19: Ch 1, sc in each of first 3 sts, 
dec, sc in last 10 sts, join, turn (14). 

Rnd 20: Repeat rnd 4. 

Rnd 21: Ch 1, sc in each of first 3 sts, 


. dec, sc in last 9 sts, join, turn (13). 


Rnd 22: Repeat rnd 4. Fasten off. 
Stuff. 

Sew 5 sts of rnd 3 on back of Lower 
Leg to back of Upper Leg beneath Ruffle. 
Cut 2 pieces ¥s" ribbon each 12" long. 
Weave 1 piece through rnd 6 of Ruffle 
on each Leg. 


Foot (make 2) 

Rnd 1: With lt. apricot, ch 9, 2 sc in 
2nd ch from hook, sc in next 6 ch, 4 sc 
in last ch; working on opposite side of 
ch, sc innext 6 ch, 2 sc in last ch (20 sc). 

Rnd 2: 2 sc in each of first 2 sts, sc in 
next 6 sts, inc 4 times, sc in next 6 sts, 
inc 2 times (28). 

Rnd 3: Sc in first 10 sts, (inc, sc in 
next st) 4 times, sc in last 10 sts (32). 

Rnd 4: Sc in each st around. 

Rnd 5: Sc in first 10 sts, (skip next st, 
sc in next st) 6 times, sc in last 10 sts 
(26). 

Rnd 6: Sc in first 6 sts, (skip next st, 
scin next st) 7 times, sc in last 6 sts (19). 

Rnd 7: Sc in first 4 sts, (skip next st, 
sc in next st) 6 times, sc in each of last 
3 sts (13). 

Rnds 8-11: Sc in each st around. At

Upper Arm (make 2) 

Rnd 1: With It. apricot, ch 2, 6 sc in 
2nd ch from hook (6 sc). 

Rnd 2: Inc in each st around (12). 

Rnd 3: 2 sc in first st, sc in each st 
around (13). 

Rnds 4-20: Scin each st around. Stuff. 

Rnd 21: Sc in first st, (sc in next st, 
dec) around (9). 

Rnd 22: Sc in first st, dec around, join 
with sl st in first sc. Leaving 8" for 
sewing, fasten off. Sew opening closed. 

Sew rnd 3 of 1 Arm to rnd 3 on each 
side of Body. 


Lower Arm (make 2) 

Rnd 1: With lt. apricot, ch 2, 5 sc in 
2nd ch from hook, join with sl st in first 
sc, turn (5 sc). 

Rnd 2: Repeat rnd 2 of Head (10). 

Rnds 3-5: Ch 1, sc in each st around, 
join, turn. 

Rnd 6: Ch 1, sc in first 4 sts, inc, sc in 
next 4 sts, inc, join, turn (12). 

Rnds 7-14: Repeat rnd 3. 

Rnd 15: Ch 1, sc in first 4 sts, dec, sc 
in next 4 sts, dec, join, turn (10). 

Rnd 16: Repeat rnd 3. 

Rnd 17: Ch 1, sc first 2 sts tog, sc in 
each st around, join, turn (9). 

Rnd 18: Repeat rnd 3. 

Rnd 19: For hand, ch 1, 2 sc in each 
of first 2 sts, sc in each of next 2 sts, inc 
2 times, sc in each of last 3 sts, join, turn 
(13). 

Rnd 20: Repeat rnd 3. 

Rnd 21: Ch 1, sc in each of first 2 sts; 
for thumb, ch 5, sl st in 2nd ch from 
hook, sl st in next ch, sc in each of last 
2 ch, sc in each st around, join, turn. 

Rnd 22: Ch 1, sc in first st, dec, sc in 
each ofnext 3 sts, dec, sc in each of next 
2 sts, dec; with thumb on outside, skip 
thumb, sc in last st, join, turn (10). 

Rnd 23: Ch 1, sc in each st around, 
join, sl st in each of next 2 sts, do not 
turn. 

Row 24: Flatten rnd 23; working 
through both thicknesses, for fingers, 
(ch 6, sl st in 2nd ch from hook, sl st in 
next ch, sc in each of last 3 ch), skip first 


st on hand, sc in next st on hand, ch 7, 
sl stin 2nd ch from hook, sl stinnext ch, 


sc in last 4 ch, sc in next st on hand; 


repeat between ( ),scinnextston hand, 
ch 5, sl st in 2nd ch from hook, s] st in 
next ch, sc in each of last 2 ch, sl st in 
last st on hand. Fasten off. 

With thumbs facing Body, sew 5 sts 
of rnd 3 on front of Lower Arm to 5 sts 
of rnd 22 on front of Upper Arm. 

For bracelet, string twenty-two 5-mm. 
beads on thread, secure end. 


Ear (make 2) 

Ch 3,4 sc in 2nd ch from hook, 4 sc in 
last ch. Fasten off. Sew 1 Ear to rnds 15- 
16 on each side of Head. For earring, 
sew 1 pink bead to bottom of each Ear. 


Facial Features 

With lt. apricot, thread sculpture 
needle; starting at back of head, insert 
needle coming out at 1 according toill., 
make small st coming out at 2, pull to 
form bridge of nose, make small st 
coming out at 3, insert needle at 4 com- 
ing out at back of head, pull slightly, 
make small st coming out at 5, make 
small st coming out at 6, pull to form 
eye and cheek, insert needle at 7, pullto 
form chin, make small st coming out at 
8, pull to form cheek, make small st 
coming out at back of head, pull to form 
eye. Secure ends. 


For eyes, with 3 strands floss, using 
Satin Stitch (see ill.), embroider eyes on 
muslin according to ill. Trim muslin to 
¥," from edge of eyes. Tack raw edges to 
wrong side of each piece. For sparkle in 
eye, with 2 strands white floss, make 2

working on opposite side ofch, 2 hdc in 
next ch, 2 dc in each of next 5 ch, 2 hdc 
in next ch, sc in last ch, join with sl st in 
first ch. Fasten off. Sew centered below 
nose.

Hair 

For top layer, from brown, cut 50 
strands each 18" long. Lay strands flat 
and sew 3%" from edge across 1 short 
end. Separate plys of strands. Sew 1" 
from edge across same short end. With 
long strands in front of face, sew 1" 
seam across sides and top front of Head. 
Fold long strands to back of Head match- 
ing 342" seam to 1" seam, sew in place. 
Tie %' ribbon in bow around all strands 
at back of Head. Sew 1%" ribbon rose to 
center of bow. 

For bottom layer, from brown, cut 50 
strands each 20" long. Lay strands flat 
and sew across center. Separate plys of 
strands. Sew seam around back of Head 
from one edge of top layer to other edge. 


DRESS 
NOTE: Use No. 2 steel hookand white 
crochet cotton unless otherwise stated. 


Skirt 

Row 1:Ch55, sc in 2nd ch from hook, 
sc in each ch across, turn (54 sc). 

Row 2: Ch 1, scineach st across, turn. 

Row 3: Ch 4, dc in next st, (ch 1, dc in 
next st) across, turn (54 dc, 53 ch sps). 

Row 4: Ch 3; working in ch sps, skip 
first ch sp; for 4-de shell, (2 dc, ch 1, 2 
dc) in next ch sp; (dc in next ch sp, 4-dc 
shell in next ch sp) across to ch 4, dc in 
3rd ch of ch 4, turn (27 dc, 26 shells). 

Row 5: Ch 3, 4-dc shell in ch sp of 
next shell, *front post (fp, see Stitch 
Guide) around next st, 4-dc shell in ch 
sp of next shell; repeat from * across to 
last st, dc in last st, turn. 

Row 6: Ch 3, 4-dc shell in next shell, 
*back post (bp) around next st, 4-dc 
shell in next shell; repeat from * across 
to last st, dc in last st, turn. 

Rows 7-11: Repeat rows 5 and 6 alter- 
nately, ending with row 5. 

NOTE: For post stitch (ps), work fp 
on right side of work and bp on wrong 
side of work. 

Row 12: Ch 1, sc in first st, (ch 4, skip 
next shell, sc in next ps) across to last 
shell, ch 4, skip last shell, sc in last st, 
turn (26 ch sps). 

Row 13: Ch 3; for 6-de shell, (3 dc, ch 
1, 3 dc) in next ch sp; (dc in next sc, 6- 
dc shell in next ch sp) across to last st, 
dc in last st, turn. 

Row 14: Ch 3, 6-de shell in next shell, 
(ps around next dc, 6-dc shell in next 
shell) across to last st, dc in last st, turn. 

Rows 15-21: Ch 3, 6-dc shell in next 
shell, (ps, 6-dc shell in next shell) across 
to last st, dc in last st, turn. 

Row 22: Ch 1, sc in first st, (ch 5, skip 
next shell, sc in next ps) across to last 
shell, ch 5, skip last shell, sc in last st, 
turn. 

Row 23: Ch 3; for 8-de shell, (4 dc, ch 
2, 4 dc) in next ch sp; (dc in next sc, 8- 
dc shell in next ch sp) across to last st, 
dc in last st, turn. 

Row 24: Ch 3, 8-dc shell in next shell, 
(ps around next de, 8-dc shell in next 
shell) across to last st, dc in last st, turn. 

Rows 25-31: Ch 3, 8-dc shell in next 
shell, (ps, 8-dc shell in next shell) across 
to last st, dc in last st, turn. At end of last 
row, do not turn. Fasten off. 

Row 32: Join pink crochet cotton with 
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sc in first st, sc in each st on each shell 
and in each ch sp and around each ps 
across. Fasten off. 

Row 33: With right side facing you, 
working in sts of row 11, join with sl st 
in first st of first shell, ch 3, 4-dc shell in 
same shell, (ps, 4-de shell in next shell) 
across to last st, fp around last st, do not 
turn. Fasten off. . 

Row 34: Repeat row 32. 

Row 35: Working in sts of row 21, 
repeat row 33. 

Row 36: Repeat row 32. 


Bodice 

Row 1: Working on opposite side of 
starting ch, join with sc in first ch, sc in 
each ch across, turn (54 sc). 

Row 2: Ch 4, skip next st, dc in next 
st, (ch 1, skip next st, dc in next st) 
across to last st, ch 1, dc in last st, turn 
(28 dc, 27 ch sps). 

Row 3: Ch 3, (4-dc shell in next ch sp, 
dc in next ch sp) across to ch 4, 4-de 
shell in next ch sp, dc in 3rd ch of ch 4, 
turn (15 dc, 14 shells). : 

Row 4: Repeat row 6 of Skirt. 

Rows 5-11: Ch 3, 4-dc shell in first 
shell, (ps, 4-dc shellin next shell) across 
to last st, dc in last st, turn. At end of last 
row, do not turn. Fasten off. 


Left Sleeve 

Row 1: Ch 31, sc in 2nd ch from hook, 
sc in each ch across, turn (30 sc). 

Rnd 2: Ch 1, sc in each st across; 
working in sts ofrow 11 on Bodice, skip 
first 2 shells, sc in next ps, (*sc in each 
of next 2 sts on next shell, sc in next ch 
sp, sc in each of next 2 sts on shell*, sc 
in next ps) 3 times; repeat between first 
* join with sl st in first sc (54). 

Rnds 3-4: Ch 1, sc in each st around, 
join as before. 

Rnd 5: Ch 4, (dc in next st, ch 1) 28 
times, (skip next st, dc in next st, ch 1) 
12 times, skip last st, join with sl st in 
3rd ch of ch 4. 

Rnd 6: Ch 3, 4-dc shell in next ch sp, 
(dc in next ch sp, 4-de shell in next ch 
sp) around, join with sl st in top of ch 3 
(21 dc, 21 shells). 

Rnds 7-25: Ch 3, 4-dc shell in next 
shell, (fp around next st, 4-dc shell in 
next shell) around, join as before. 


Rnd 26: SI st in each of next 2 sts, ch 
1, sc in next ch sp, sc in each shell 
around, join with sl st in first sc (21 sc). — 

Rnds 27-37: Repeat rnd 3. 

- Rnd 38: Ch 3, dc in same st, picot, (2 
dc in next st, picot) around, join with sl 
st in top of ch 3. Fasten off. 


Right Sleeve 

Row 1: Repeat row 1 of Left Sleeve. 

Rnd 2: Ch 1, sc in each st across, skip 
next 2 shells on row 11 of Bodice, sc in 
first st of next shell, sc in next st, sc in 
next ch sp, sc in each of next 2 sts, sc in 
next ps, (sc in each of next 2 sts on next 
shell, sc in next ch sp, sc in each of next 
2 sts, sc in next ps) 3 times, join with s] 
st in first sc (54 sc). 

Rnds 3-38: Repeat rnds 3-38 of Left 
Sleeve. 


Neck Trim 
Row 1: Join with sc in first st of row 
11 on Bodice, (sc in each st and in each 
ch sp across to next Sleeve; working on 
opposite side of starting ch, sc in each 
ch across Sleeve) 2 times, sc in each st 
and in each ch sp across, turn (97 sc) 
Row 2:Ch1,scin each st across, turn. 
Row 3: Ch 1, sc in first st, (dec, sc in 
each of next 2 sts) across, turn (73). 
Rows 4-5: Repeat row 2. Atend of last 
row, fasten off. 


Left Placket 

Rows 1: Join with sc in end ofrow 31 
on bottom left-hand corner of Skirt, 2 sc 
in same row, 3 sc in end of each dc row 
and sc in end of each sc row across to 
top left corner of Neck Trim, turn (119 
se) 

Rows 2-3: Ch 1, sc in each st across, 
turn. At end of last row, fasten off. 


Right Placket 

Row 1: Join with sc in top right-hand 
corner of Neck Trim, sc in end of each 
sc row and 3 sc in end of each de row 
across to bottom right-hand corner of 
Skirt, turn (119 sc). 

Row 2: Ch 1, sc in first 23 sts; for 
buttonholes, (ch 1, skip next st, sc in 
next 5 sts) across, turn. 

Row 3: Ch 1, sc in each st and in each

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ch sp across. Fasten off. 


Finishing 

Cut 2 pieces %" ribbon each 7" long. 
Tie in bow; sew 1 to top of each Sleeve 
onrnd 35. Sew 1 ribbon rose to center of 
each bow. Cut pink %" ribbon in half; 
weave 1 piece through sts of row 2 on 
Bodice. Sew 5-mm. beads down Left 
Placket opposite buttonholes on Right 
Placket. 


COLLAR 

Row 1: With No. 2 hookand white, ch 
43, scin 2nd ch from hook, sc in each ch 
across, turn (42 sc). 

Row 2: Ch 1, scin each st across, turn. 

Row 3: Ch 3, dc in same st, 2 de in 
each st across, turn (84 dc). 

Row 4: Ch 3, dc in each st across, 
turn. 

Row 5: Ch 3, 2 dc in next st, (dc in 
next st, 2 dc in next st) across, turn 
(126). 

Rows 6-7: Repeat row 4. 

Row 8: Working this row in front Ips, 
ch 3, (de, picot, 2 dc) in same st, (2 dc, 
picot, 2 dc) in each st across, turn. 
Fasten off. 

Row 9: Working on opposite side of 
starting ch, join with sl st in first ch, ch 
4, skip next ch, dc in next ch, (ch 1, skip 
next ch, dc in next ch) across to last ch, 
ch 1, dc in last ch, turn (22 dc, 21 ch 
sps). 

Row 10:Ch1,scin each stand in each 
ch sp across to ch 4, sc in next ch sp, sc 
in 3rd ch of ch 4, turn (43 sc). 

Row 11: Repeat row 8. 

Weave remaining pink %' ribbon 
through rnd 9. Tack 6 small ribbon 
roses to front of Collar as shown in 
photo. 


SOCK (make 2) 

Rnd 1: With No. 2 steel hook and 
white, ch 13, sc in 2nd ch from hook, sc 
in next 10 ch, 3 sc in last ch; working on 
opposite side of ch, sc in next 10 ch, 2 
sc in last ch (26 sc). 


Rnd 2:2 sc in first st, sc in next 10 sts, 
inc 3 times, sc in next 10 sts, inc 2 times 
(32). 

Rnds 3-12: Hdc in each st around. 

Rnd 13: Hdcin each st around, hdcin 
each of next 3 sts on same rnd. 

Rnd 14: Ch 22, skip next 22 sts, hdcin 
next 10 sts, hdc in next 22 ch (32). 

Rnds 15-18: Hdc in each st around. 

Rnd 19: Working this rnd in back Ips, 
dc in each st around. 

Rnds 20-24: Fp around. At end of last 
rnd, join with sl st in first fp. Fasten off. 

Rnd 25: Working in skipped sts on 
rnd 13, join with sl st in 12th st, ch 2, 
hdc in next 9 sts; working on opposite 
side of ch 22, hdc next st and next ch 
tog, hdc in next 20 ch, hdc next ch and 
next st tog, hdc in last 10 sts (42 hdc).

ANSWERS TO YOUR 
CROCHET PROBLEMS 


Do you have a problem or crochet 
hang-up? Annie will get you off the hook 
in this column. Address your inquiries to 
Annie's Crochet Newsletter, Rt.

QUESTION: When working in double 
crochet rows, I don’t like the way my 
sweaters look when I have a chain 3 at 
the beginning of each row. The chain 
leaves a hole. Is there anything that can 
be done? 

ANSWER: Instead ofthe chain 3, single 
crochet in the first stitch, then chain 2. 
On the next row, work your last stitch 
into the top of the chain 2. The single 
crochetand chain look more likea double 
crochet and your edge is smooth. This 
can also be used when working joined 
rounds in double crochet. 


QUESTION: I like to make stuffed 
animals for my grandchildren, but when 
I use the single crochet 2 stitches to- 
gether decrease from the Stitch Guide it 
leaves a bump and asmall hole after the 
animal is stuffed. Is there anything I can 

_ do to avoid this? 

ANSWER: The shaping on dolls or 
stuffed animals is almost always done 
with increases and decreases. If single 
crochet 2 stitches together doesn’t make 
a suitable decrease, try this alternative 
fora less noticeable decrease. Insert your 
hook into the next stitch, yarn over, pull 
loop through stitch, insert hook into the 
next stitch, yarn over, pull loop through 
stitch and through the 2 remaining loops 


on your hook. This will make your de- 
crease look like one stitch. This proce- 
dure works best for continuous rounds 
or right side rows because the back side 
of the decrease may look different from 
the other stitches. 


QUESTION: I have just completed a 
beautiful sweater in blue yarn and can- 
not find matching thread to sew the 
buttons on. What can I do? 

ANSWER: Cut one piece of your blue 
yarn 18” long. Separate the plies at the 
end ofthe yarn into single strands. Gently 
pull one strandand push the other strands 
back. Continue gently pulling the one 
strand and pushing the others back until 
it comes free. Separate the other strands 
in the same manner. Use the single-ply 
strands to sew your buttons on. 

Youcan also separate the plies of yarn 
by untwisting it. Forexample, you want 
to make an item that calls for baby yarn 
but can only find the color in worsted- 
weight 4-ply yarn. Wind the skein intoa 
ball, place the ball in your lap. Separate 
the 4 plies into 2 strands of 2 plies each. 
Untwist the plies and separate the yarn 
witha 2-ply strand to one side of youand 
a 2-ply strand to the other side so they do 
not become tangled. Continue to un- 
twist and wind the strands of yarn on 
each side into separate balls. When you 
have finished, you will have twice the 
yardage for the price of one skein. 


QUESTION: Many patterns call for 
ribbon as decoration. The price of rib- 
bon is outrageous. What can I use in- 
stead? 

ANSWER: If you want an alternative 
for %" ribbon, try crocheting a chain of 
baby yarn. It has a lacy effect. Substitute 
a worsted-weight chain for 4" ribbon or 
bulky for 4%" ribbon. Or for a grosgrain 
look, use any color crochet cotton to 
crochet a chain the length you need; 
working in the back bar of the chain (see 
ill.), double crochet in each chain across 
and fasten off.
